Many were the stories of as- 
sistance, of heroic deeds, of re- 
sistance to the Japanese, which 
came out of the Philippines. 


Now that island republic pro- 
vides us with a sounding, board to 
call the world’s attention to the 
fact that the United States does 
not support or maintain colonial- 
ism. We did not betray our prom- 
ise to it. 


Nor should one overlook the 
fact that India, Burma, and the 
Gold Coast voluntarily were re- 
lieved of colonial status by Great 
Britain and assisted to self-gov- 
ernment and freedom. 


Russian Bondage 


Only Russia today is an im- 
perialist in the old manner. Only 
the Soviet Unien today holds col- 
onies in absolute bondage, ruling 
them with occupation troops and 
*“‘missions’’ of ‘‘specialists’” ... 
all protected by their own secu- 
rity police. 

None, of course, may say what 
the changes will mean to Russia, 
now embarked on the debunking 
of the Stalin myth. 

But of this, one may be sure— 
the results were not at all what 
was expected. The present mas- 
ters in the Kremlin may be able 
to restore the semblance of disci- 
pline in most of the Communist 
parties about the globe. But it 
will not be that which Stalin im- 
posed, with terror and with force. 

Already there is a stirring in 
the Marxist colonies. 

Polish workers, hungry and op- 
pressed in their workers’ para- 
dise, have been willing to die for 
bread and a bit more freedom. 


Hungary’s Communists are ask- 
ing for freedom from Moscow. 
The students of -Czechoslovakia 
have been repressed in their de- 
mands for more liberty. 


The Soviet ‘‘colonies’’ are let- 
ting it be known they, too, would 
like to enjoy self-determination. 
For a moment the iron curtain 
was lifted. We saw that there 
was no unanimity of brotherhood 
under the hammer and sickle. 
For the first time there is open 
questioning of Moscow. 


Next Move 


One may see, too, the beginning 
of the end for the Messrs. Bul- 
ganin and Khrushchev. 


Ahead of us, maybe in six 
months, almost certainly within 
the year, is a move by the So- 
viet Army. No gift of prophecy 
is necessary to so believe. 

Khrushchev will have to go. 
Bulganin may survive. He is an 
army man. It is Khrushchev who 
remains identified as the man 
who did the necessary job—of 
telling the truth about the mur- 
derer Stalin. But that truth had 
the effect of making fools out of 
the leaders of international com- 
munism. They had not been told 
about the plans to reveal how 
Stalin had destroyed millions of 
Russians and, so they now say, 
*“Joyal’’ Communists. 

They will not forgive Khrush- 
chev. Nor will the effect of his 
words die out. Change will con- 
tinue. That the changes are not 
all Mr. K. expected is admitted. 
The Kremlin has spoken through 
Pravda saying the party in other 
countries ‘‘misunderstood’’ the 
anti-Stalin speech. But the mis- 
understanding persists. Mr. K. 
will not be able to restore all nec- 
essary discipline. Worse, from 
his standpoint, he has raised a 
doubt about his authority. 

The next move will be the 
army. That is the historic next 
step. Beria is dead. The wings of 
the secret police have been 
clipped. The party and the army 
now are the great powers. 

On July 11 a special session of 
the party congress will be con- 
vened. But even it will not be 
able to halt the effect of Khrush- 
chev’s bombshell. 

There is an army in his future.

WASHINGTON, July 4 — The 
United States will file an anti-trust 
suit against General Motors, the 
world’s largest manufacturing con- 
cern, 

This was announced tonight by 
Attorney General Brownell, who 
said the corporation’s attorneys 
had been informed of the govern- 
ment’s intention. 

THe attorney general said that 
the suit will be based on ‘“‘unlaw- 
ful activities which have given it 
a monopolistic position in the man- 
ufacture of buses.’”’ It was not di- 
rected at the firm’s automobile 
manufacturing business. 


AIMED AT BUS UNIT 


The government’s suit will be a 
civil action, it is understood, ask- 
ing that General Motors be divest- 
ed of its bus manufacturing divi- 
sion, which overwhelmingly domi- 
nates this field. 

The suit was recommended by 
Stanley N. Barnes, who headed the 
department. of. justice’s anti-trust 
division until a few days ago. He 
left that position to become a judge 
of the U. S. Court of Appeals in 
California, his home state. 

The administration has been at- 
tacked by many Democrats as a 
‘‘big business administration”’ and 
this will perhaps be one of the 
most important issues of the com- 
ing presidential election campaign,

Polish workers have died, crying for 
bread and freedom. In Hungary, a colo- 
nial outpost of Russia, one of the leading 
writers of the Communists there has 
called for freedom from Moscow. 

There is today one great empire— 
with colonies oppressed and desiring to 
be free. It is neither England nor the 
United States—but Russia. She is the 
great imperialistic nation. She is the one 
who practices colonialism in its worst 
form. She is the power which restricts 
freedom and the expression of legitimate 
nationalism. 

With our Fourth of July behind us, 
with our own anticolonial revolutionary 
background so fresh in qur minds, let 
us determine always to be against those 
who would in any way diminish our 
own freedom. Let us highly resolve to 
remember that while we cannot buy 
friends and have not sought to do so, we 
can help those who believe in freedom 
to remain free. Such persons will then 
automatically be on our side.

Uniform Traffic Code 
Hits the News Again 


The Uniform Traffic Code is back in 
the news. ; 

The Georgia Highways Users Confer- 
ence has recommended as the first step 
in solving the safety problem a study 
comparing the state’s highway laws with 
the Uniform Traffic Code. 

Gov..Griffin has said he will ask that 
it be strengthened at the next session of 
the General Assembly. 

“But,” you say, “we thought the As- 
sembly adopted a Uniform Traffic Code 
two years ago.” 

So it did. The Assembly passed what 
passes for a code. 

‘The proposal started out as a uniform 
code. Then personal interests, self inter- 
est, group selfishness and plain politics— 
what will it cost in votes?—entered the 
picture to amend, change, weaken and 
riddle. 

The Constitution accepted what was 
passed at the time for what it was—a 
step in the right direction. 

We said, “Not everyone is pleased 
with the new code. Scarcely anyone is 
entirely satisfied with: it. We are not 
satisfied, for one.” 

Since then the weaknesses 
come more and more apparent. 

The recent highway users conference 
pointed out that we are the only state 
which has not undertaken a study com- 
paring what we have with what we ought 
to have by way of rules of the road, 
driver licensing, auto inspection, etc. 

When do we start? 

Well, there is one ray of light in all 
the darkness of death and destruction on 
the roads. 

When folks get sad enough and angry 
enough, perhaps them they will rise up 
and demand passage of laws and the 
enforcement thereof to put a stop to the 
needless maiming and killing.

For Billion-Dollar Industry

“The manufacture of pulp and paper from pine trees will hecome 
a billion-dollar industry in the South’’—that was one of the late Dr. 
Charles H. Herty’s confident predictions. 


The day of fulfillment of that 
great Georgian’s prophecy is rap- 
idly approaching, for new paper 
and pulp mills are being built, 
those in operation are being en- 
larged, pines by the million are 
being planted every year and the 
greatness of our debt to a man 


' of vision who proved his critics 


to be wrong becomes clear with 
the passing years. 
Announcement was made this 
week that the Hudson Pulp and 
Paper Corp. will build in 1957 
and 1958, a 25- million-dollar 
newsprint mill at Palatka, Fla. 
It will have a capacity of 100,000 
tons of newsprint annually. 
Dr. Herty had pointed to the 
South’s pine forests as a source 
of practically inexhaustible sup- 
plies of raw material for news- 
print. He was told by the indus- 
try’s spokesmen that because of 


its high resinous content pine 
could not be converted’ into 
newsprint. He challenged that 


conclusion and undertook to prove 


that it was erroneous. What he 
could not tell them he showed 
them. 


In a small laboratory which 
he built at Savannah he produced 
pulp from pine, shipped it to a 
Northern mill to be processed 
into newsprint and was able to 
deliver to every daily newspaper 
in Georgia a supply sufficient 
for printing one day’s complete 
edition. The paper worked per- 
fectly on high-speed presses. 

It is the fact that pine, par- 
ticularly slash pine, grows so 
rapidly in this section that as- 
sures the future of the. paper 
industry here. 

Albany’s Herty Nursery, just 
south of this city on the Newton 
road, is a memorial to a great 
Georgian. But so, for that mat- 
ter, is every trainload of pine 
logs rolling from hundreds of 
Southern ‘shipping’ points to 
Southern paper mills.

Our Resources 


Being Used Up 


As the world’s population rises, 
so does its idea of what its living 
standards should be. In proportion, 
as everyone knows, the natural re- 
sources most important to machine 
civilization are being scratched 
and hacked out of the ground— 
coal, oil, iron, copper are being 
burned and boiled and hammered 
into oblivion. 

Before too long, according to the 
“‘speculative projection”’ of world’s 
resources recently issued by the 
California Institute of Technology, 
the only thing we shall have plenty 
of left will be rock. We have rock

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to burn and we shall have to burn 
it. 


One of the things we seldom 
realize is the amount of metal 
everyone in a high state of modern 
civilization uses. President Tru- 
man’s Material Policy Commission 
estimated in 1950 that each one 
of us annually uses 1,260 Ibs. of 
steel, 23 lbs. of copper, 16 lbs. of 
lead, 16 lbs of zinc, 13 lbs of man- 
ganese and smaller quantities of 
13 other minerals, including be- 
ryllium, vanadium, nibium, cadmi- 
um and molybdenum. 

We will be forced to turn to sea- 
water, gasses in the atmosphere, 
and rock. According to the Caltech 
estimates, 100 tons of average 
igneous rock contains among other 
useful things eight tons of alumi- 
num, five tons of iron, 1,200 lbs. 
‘of titanium, 180 of manganese, 70 
of nickel, 30 of vanadium, 20 of 
‘copper, 10 of tungsten and four lbs. 
of lead. It also appears that the 
rock may contain enough energy 
in the form of uranium and thori- 
um for the production of atomic 
power to extract the useful metals. 

If uranium and thorium can be 
extracted from rock, the whole 
picture of the future is changed. 
The average ton of granite contains 
enough uranium and thorium, as- 


suming ‘‘nuclear breeding,’’ to pro-’ 


duce energy equivalent to 50 tons 
of coal. 

One thing the report from Cal- 
tech warns—that we are approach- 
ing the point where, if our ma- 
chine civilization runs down, it will 
never be possible. to bring it into 
existence again.

than 30 years has been pastor of the First Baptist Church of Cleve- 
land. The title is ‘‘The Timeless Gospel’’ and the publisher is the 


Abingdon Press. 
One of the sermons is on ‘The 


Uniqueness of Jesus’’ and has as its 


text, ‘“‘No man ever spoke like this 
man!" (John 7:46). No one who 
knows history and religion ques- 
tions the uniqueness of Christ. But 
why and how is He different? 

Dr. Phillips makes some inter- 
esting observations on this sub- 
ject. “One of the most revolution- 
ary of Jesus’ insights,’’ he writes, 
‘is His emphasis on the inherent 
dignity and value of each individ- 
ual.’ 

Another was His concept of the 
Kingdom of God as being not ex- 
clusively a future reality. It had 
come and was already in the midst 
of those who heard Him. “This 
means that a Christian is a citizen 
of two worlds — the imperfect 
world in which he lives and the 
world seen in the light of the King- 
dom with the absolute require- 
ments which Christ required.”’ 

The author emphasizes that 
Christ, unlike other spiritual lead- 
ers, aggressively sought out the 
‘‘lost.’’ He told of a shepherd who 
had 100 sheep. Ninety-nine re- 
turned to the fold but one had 
wandered away. The good shep- 
herd went out into the darkness 
to reclaim the lost sheep. 

This is the kind of God which 
Jesus interpreted. None of His hu- 


man children is* unimportant. Each 


must be reclaimed.

I think one of the great things 
about Jesus’ teaching is made es- 
pecially well in this sermon, We 
often judge a man by ‘his actions. 
Jesus plumbed deeper depths and 
now no man can base judgment 
on the seen only and obvious. 
Jesus had the capacity, says Dr, 
Phillips, to shift “man’s religious 
center from the outward act to 
the inner motive. By and large the 
religious life of His day had hbe- 
come externalized ... For many, 
religion had become a sort of 
mask.”’ 

Jesus taught that a seemingly 
good act was not good if it were 
prompted by evil motives. For in- 
stance, it is commendable to give 
alms to the poor. Yet if such 
liberality is done merely to call 
attention to the goodness of the 
giver, then the generosity loses its 
religious significance. So Jesus ‘‘in- 
ternalized morality,’’ and in this 
regard, too, Christianity is superior 
to other religions in its inwardness, 

There is a final aspect of Jesus’ 
uniqueness. This is, says the au- 
thor, His universalism. When other 
men prayed, ‘“‘Our Father,’ the 
pronoun referred to those who were 
like them in tradition and heritage, 
in race and language, in mind and 


creed. 
encompassed all mankind. 


In Jesus’ thinking, ‘‘our’”’ 


So He gave us a gospel for all 


men, for all men are brothers of 
one Heavenly Father.

Don’t laugh, although it would 
be a laughing matter if it weren't 
so serious: Counsel for the Com- 
munists are asking that the Sub- 
versive Activities Control Board 
set aside its finding that the U-S. 
Communist Party is Soviet-domi- 
nated, open the case for re-trial 
and rule that the U.S. Communists 
are now free of Moscow's domi- 
nation because they have ventured 
a short breath of criticism for per- 
mitting the Stalin ‘‘mistakes!”’ 

Bear in mind that the internal 
security law requires the SACB to 
determine, on motion and on evi- 
dence presented by the attorney 
general, whether the U.S. Commu- 
nist Party is Moscow-controlled. It 
has so ruled. It is a ruling which 
has given the Communists ex- 
cruciating pain. They have been 
trying to reverse it, to avoid it and 
to delay it by appealing to one 
court after another. 

The law requires the Communist 
Party, when found an agent of a 
foreign government, to register 
and to disclose its membership and 
its financing.

An Aunty 
In Time... 


It couldn't have been a worse day for me to read about a 
superior breed of woman. I got a bad start in the morning, 
The coffee was running low and when I tried to make it weak it 
was terrible. The children were tired and late for their several 
morning engagements, and when I tried to take them in the car I 
ran out of gas. I ended up whining at the family, snarling at 
passing pedestrians and fellow motorists and sniveling at my 
own sad lot in life. 

Naturally I would come to work and hear about those sturdy, 
indomitable women the English call ‘‘Aunty’- ‘‘nobody’s aunts; 
everybody's aunty.” 


Alec Robertson of the local British Information Service office 
is the source of the low-down on these women, and if it’s any 
comfort to him, they have made me feel very ashamed, I may 
go home tonight and take Ahe children to a drive-in for a hot 
dog, the only way I know to curry favor after the way I've 
talked to them. 

The English ‘“‘Augty’’ (not to be confused with the nannies 
of storybook fame) is officially known as a Home Help. They 
are employed by local authorities in much the same manner the 
Family Service Society here has housekeeping aldes—to go to 
the rescue of families in need of help in time of illness, death, 
imprisonment or unemployment. 


Myrna Blumberg, a South African journalist now working in 
London, is the author of the story Mr. Robertson passed on 
to us. She presents a delightful picture of the Home Helps. 

“Every morning ir one of England’s important industrial 
cities 250 cheery women in green are greeted with calls of 
‘Hello, Aunty,’ as they cycle to work. . They are a band 
of inspired women who are pioneering one of the newest and 
most comprehensive efforts to prevent delinquency.” 

As Home Helps these women are capable of nursing, cook- 
ing, cleaning, helping papa find a job, helping mama cope with 
the children and generating order and serenity wherever they go. 
There are 33.000 of them in England and their services are 
either free, near-free or cost two shillings and sixpenses (that’s 
35 cents an hour) to those who can afford to pay. The training 
of Home Helps started eight years ago in Leicester, the idea of 
Mrs. Phyllis Steed, a former civil servant who went into the busy 
city of hosiery and shoe factories to organize the service. 

“We felt there were tremendous opportunities in this peaceful 
penetration of the so-called ‘problem homes,’ ”’ she said. 


Well, I don’t know what constitutes a problem home in Eng: 
land, but I can say from personal experience you can be sober, 
law-abiding, employed and healthy and still have one whale of 
a problem home. In fact, all it takes to be a problem home is 
one or more members of the family, I find. 

But just reading about these women who are trained to cope 
with other people’s problems inspired me. They seem to start 
with a good housecleaning. They are said to be undismayed by 
any crisis, unshockable and gentle. One Home Help caught a 
mother who was just about to whack her 5-year-old for kicking 
his baby sister into a cupboard. : 


“Treat him gently and he'll behave gently,’’ she whispered. 


“Once most of these parents get the know-how,”’ said another, 
“they work so hard at it you can’t gef them to sit down except 
to have some mashings.”’ (Tea, in Midland slang.) 

And that may be the source of the trouble at our house. That 
weak coffee. Next time I'll sit down and have some mashings.

Cincinnati, Vs. the World 


It is said that in Cincinnati these days a fellow can 
see himself a sight. From all over the country, from any 
place with enough voters to call itself a precinct, big- 
time politicians, littletime ward heelers and various 
civic-minded citizens interested in observing at close 
range the mechanics’ fix at the polls have infiltrated 
the city. 

They want to know how the baseball cell of Cincinnati stacked 
the National League deck with Reds. 

You are familiar with the circumstances. In the first popular 

‘ | and there is some question about the 
use of this word—ballot for the major 
league all-star game conducted by Com- 
missioner Ford Frick’s command, five 
members of the Reds were swept into 
office. If Walter Alston should happen 
to call on Joe Nuxhall, the leftist, to 
start against the American League in 
Washington next Tuesday, it might be 
called a game of Cincinnati against 
The World. 

It seems there are two sides to the 
matter, if you don’t mind being demo- 
cratic about it—Commissioner Frick’'s 
. side and Will Harridge’s side. Or, The

“Bisher merely showed initiative, that every 
other major league city had the same opportunity to rush to the 
polls in a stampede for their heroes. 

In this he is absolutely correct, though it might be difficult 
to imagine Washington beating up a frenzy for the Senators 
or Chicago for the Cubs. Still, the commissioner is on firm 
ground. Cincinnati did it merely by rallying to the cause. 

The way it happened, the radio station that carries the Reds’ 
games hammered on the eardrums of Cincinnati listeners until 
they began to spend the majority of their waking moments filling 
out ballots. A batch of 105,000 voting forms printed by the station 
were used up in four days at the Cincinnati ball park. 


— The Commissioner Smelled a Rodent 


When the station's first report to the commissioner's office 
showed a 27,000-ballot count, even the sentimental commissioner 
smelled a rodent. He requested the National League publicity di- 
rector, Dave Grote, whose office is in Cincinnati, to rush over to 
the station and inspect the ballots. Grote found everything to be 
as honest as daylight. The radio station and the Reds simply had 
Cincinnati in a frenzy. 

On the other side of the matter, the rest of the United 
States, including the Brooklyn precinct, had been so typically 
American on election days that it had been outvoted by the 
enthusiastic Cincinnatians. Will Harridge, and those who cared 
to join the American League president in protest, had only 15 
other major league cities to blame, not Cincinnati. 

Last year, for instance, Al Kaline, Roy -Campanella, Duke 
Snider, Ernie Banks and Mickey Mantle polled over 2,000,000 votes. 
This year only Mantle polled as many as 200,000. There was no 
radical change in voting procedure, except that the commissioner's 
office was the clearing house instead of The Chicago Tribune. 

It seems that a shabby job of setting up the machinery. was 
the cause. The commissioner's office called the meeting to order 
too late. The commissioner refused to allow exclusive rights to 
any organization interested in pushing the ballot in any given ter- 
ritory. Consequently, except in rare cases, the voting was a lacka- 
daisical thing relying largely on the fans’ own self-inspiration. 


—A Poll of the Present, Not the Past 


I am not concerned about the shortage of Dodgers or Braves, 
or any other particular brand of player on the National League 
team, The players are picked on the baSis of latter-day perform- 
ance, not on the records of 1955. 

It seems odd that none of ‘the defending world’s cham- 
pions were voted into the trenches to assist in the defense of 
National League honor. But actually, what Dodgers belong? 

Duke Snider, major casualty of the ballot in the eyes of most 
critics, hits only .285 and has driven in only 32 runs. No Dodger 
regular is above .300. Campanella hits .213, Hodges .232, Reese 
201. Over the long haul these are all-stars, but not in 1956. 

Is it any wonder that Ed Bailey, last year only a guy with the 
interesting hometown of Strawberry Plains, Tenn., should be the 
catcher? He leads the league in hitting, vulnerable though he may 
be as a receiver. Last year Bailey would not have won a poll 
limited to Cincinnati catchers only, for he was in San Diego. 
Smokey Burgess was the rage of Rhineland, on his way to a new 
home run record for Red catchers. 

Frank Robinson, the rookie left-fielder, probably belongs 
least of all. His arm is not all-star, but you forget this weak- 
ness when you inspect his effectiveness at bat. Robinson hits 
324, has driven in 38 runs and struck 17 homers. 

In true political style, Robinson and all the Reds stand on 
their records and the will of the people.
